The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The structures of the 
organohydrogensilicon compounds as claimed by Applicants in independent claim 1 are believed 
to be novel and unobvious over the prior art. The previously applied prior art reference 
(Nakayoshi et al.) has been effectively overcome by Applicant's amendments. Specifically, 
Nakayoshi et al. does not teach or suggest the addition of acidic cyclosiloxane ring opening 
polymerization catalysts, as required by instant claim 1 . The catalysts employed by Nakayoshi et 
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al. are metal-mediated hydrosilylation catalysts and are not capable of serving as acidic 
cyclosiloxane ring opening polymerization catalysts.
